Rumors that Cahill, a Repub­ 
lican, would leave the township 
arose last year after he took a 
job with Xerox Corp. in October. 
He came under fire from Demo­ 
crats, led by then supervisor 
Walter S. Farley Jr., after he 
missed several Wednesday night 
supervisor meetings. The board 
changed the meeting night to 
Friday in January, enabling Ca­ 
hill to attend regularly.

Wright said. “ He has set pretty 
high standards for himself and 
those who work for him.”
